She Is an honorable and indus- 
trious woman with some savings of her 
own and a respectable home at No. 3 Rue 
des Orottes.

The expense of a primary has 
been demonstrated by actual ex- 
perience so ofteu in county elections 
that no one who is conversant with 
the law or its practical application 
at the polls will estimate the ex- 
pense of a state primary at less 
than $500 to the county. It cost 
Webster county $500 in 1901 to 
nominate eight officers. It cost 
Hopkins county $550 and UnioD 
county about the same. It is cost- 
ing $250 to the county to nominate 
one candidate in the eight counties 
of the Second congressional district, 
paying officers only balf price and 
borrowing booths and boxes, and 
nearly every county is asking for 
more. It will cost Daviess county 
$650 to nominate a judge and 
monwealth's attorney. If a legal- 
ized primary should be held in 119 
counties it would cost n.)t a cent 
less than $50,000. With thi* enor- 
mous sum to provide, the State 
Committee would be without lawful 
authority to raise it except by vol- 
untary contributions. 

Section 121 of the Election Laws 
says: 

"All expenses for holding such 
primary elections shall be borne 
and paid by the political party 
holding same, and the pay of offi- 
cers, cost of publishing and circu- 
lating notices of elections and all 
other expenses, shall be defrayed 
in such manner as may be provided 
for by the committee or governing 
authority of the political party 
holding such primaries." 

This is the law on the subject 
and there is nothing in it to author- 
ize a committee to tax candidates 
any more than there is to levy a 
franchise tax on corporations. The 
arbitrary and unlawful taxation of 
candidates for office by a party's 
governing authority, and the extor- 
tion of money from them as a con- 
dition of their running for office, 
would be a species of despotism 
that would drive out of a party 
every man who believes that our 
forefathers were right when they 
went to war with England in resis- 
tance to unjust taxation. 

-The Democratic party cannot 
afford to drive poor but aspiring 
young men away from it and serve 
notice that none but rich men can 
seek office in its ranks. The can- 
didate who was unwilling to be held 
up would have ledress in the courts 
and could flatly refuse to buy a 
permit to run and could enjoin the 
party committee from leaving his 
name off the ballot. Does any man 
assert that the injunction would not 
hold good in law? Then let him 
show in the Statutes where there 
exists any authority to tax candi- 



voted for by their fellow-citizens. 
Even in regular elections the can- 
didate does not have to pay for 
that privilege. In cases where can- 
didates voluntarily agree to defray 
the expenses of a primary, the com- 
mittee can, of course, accept con- 
tributions from them for the pur- 
pose, but unless the aspirants 
agree to assess themselves it de- 
volves upon the "political party" to 
raise the necessary funds. The 
committee may ask for contributions 
from candidates or others, but it 
has no authority to enforce collec- 
tions or to deprive any man 
the right to run for office. 1 

And now let us turn to the con- 
sideration of the fifth and last 
proposition. 

Under the party law the powers 
of the State Executive Committee 
are limited to the calling of "con- 
ventions," while district and coun- 
ty committees may go fuctbeF -ao-d* - , 
"detennTSe the time and manner of 
nominating candidates." Here is 
the present law defining the powers 
of the State Executive Committee, 
which has been in force since 18%: 
"The State Executive Committee 
shall have power to determine when 
and where conventions to nomin 
ate candidates for State offices, 
and all other State conventions 
shall be held and the time and 
manner of selecting delegate? there- 
to, and the basis of representation 
shall be prepared and announced 
hy said committee, and shall in all 
cases be the vote cast at the last 
presidential election." 

That is all. This is emphasized 
by this conclusion to the report on 
com- party rules: 

"This revision of party laws 
shall take effect from this date, and 
is the entire party law in force, and 
the State Central Committee it 
hereby empowered to pass such 
rules not inconsistent herewith as 
will carrv out this order of organ- 
ization." 

The State Committee has no more 
authority to order a primary elec- 
tion to nominate State officers, or to 
raise $50,000, or even $50, by a 
tax on candidates, than it has to 
meet and declare a suspension of 
the writ of habeas corpus or to sell 
franchises to ruu railroads in Ken- 
tucky. 

There is absolutely no power 
vested in either the State Execu- 
tive or Slate Central Committee to 
change the party law limiting the 
powers of its governing authority 
to the calling of conventions only 
and they with bases of representa- 
tion fixed in advance.- No State 
primary can be authoritatively 
called under any circustances and 
all talk of such a method of nomin- 
ating candidates for State offices in 
Kentucky may as well be stopped.

BENJAMIN SWIFT. 

Who He Is, What He Has Done and How 
He Has Done It. 

Ii i« r-c longer asc-cret that "Benja- 
min Swift" is intrely a pen name of 
the author of "The GtafM ti Love," 
abottl wl.ith. under iht title of "Lu- 
d ii?

The iiou-lUt '« 
re«] i Bine ii William Ri n.iuce Puu r- 
tOB« He js young, a Sc otchman, and 
has written about a half dozen novels. 
He has bwa charged with following 
too closely on the heek of Carhleand 
fttertdith) each in turn, but the Eng- 
lish press seems to be unanimous 
that he hai now shaken of! his models 
and, in "The Game of Love," come to 
the front with a style of originality 
and power. This i« according to 
prophesy, for "Benjamin Swift" has 
ban n the subject of much English tlis- 
eu-.«;on. and there are wise men who 
declare that he will one day be pro- 
claimed great. 

From the beginning Benjamin 
Swift has always made his stories 
striking. He has shown a tremen- 
dous originality, though somewhat 
Kcentric and sometimes unpleasant 
in his earlier work. Out of these 
youthful extravagances he has, in the 
judgment of the current British press, 
now emerged. 

Benjamin Swift was born in 1871. 
He was the son of a Scotch physician 
and was educated at Lausanne, Switz- 
erland, and at Glasgow university. 

At Glasgow he took the degree of 
master of arts with first-class philo- 
sophical honors. He is now a full- 
fledged professional novelist, with his 
home in London. 

His first essay in fiction was "Nanc\ 
Xoon," published in 1806, when the 
author was 25, and this has been fol- 
lowed by "The Tormentor" (1897). 
"The Destroyer" (1898). "Siren City" 
(1899), "Dartnc-11" (1899). "Nude 
Souls" (1900), "The Eternal Conflict" 
and an esssay (1901). To these he 
has row added a new novel "The 
Game of Love," which has just been 
published in this country by the Scrib- 
ners. Its English title "is "Ludus 
Araoris."
